Czechoslovak | 
Foreign Minister’s

Dr. Jan Masaryk, the (Czecho- 
slovak Foreign Minister, gave a 
hopeful survey on his country’s 
political and economic future, in 
the course of a long talk at his 
hotel in London last night. 

“We are in trouble,” he said. 
“The winter is coming, and it is 
going to be bad. There is not 
enough food, ard there is too much 
tuberculosis among children. But 
Czechoslovakia is getting to wok 
again. and we have started some 
daring legislation. You ma; take 
it that we are going to be masters in 
our own house.” 

Dr. Masaryk said that. his Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy was based 
upon their treaty with Russia. 
Relations with Poland were, unfor- 
tunately, not so good, but he was 
not pessimistic. behalf of his 
Government he was ready to viscuss 
all outstanding quéstions except the 
territorial question of Teschen. 

- He thought that there were no 
uestions between Austria and 
zechoslovakia which could not be 

settled satisfactorily.

Regarding the Sudetan Germans, 
he said: “We have finished with 
the Germans, We lived under the 
same umbrella with them for a 
long time, and we got ba’ A wet, 
and now we are going to divorce 
ourselves from them completely.”

New Séviet

THE Persian Cabinet yesterday 
considered a fresh Soviet pro- 
posal to the,effect that, if Persia 
will tfeat the Azerbaijan question 
as a matter concerning only herself 
and the Soviet Union, Moscow will 
be prepared to meet most of Persia’s 
wishes.

MOVE TOWARDS INDIAN 
SELF-GOVERNMENT 


BRITISH Parliamentary delegation is being sent to. India 

“as soon as possible, to assess the situation there, to make 
contacts, and to learn the views at first hand of. leading 
personalities,” it was announced yesterday in the House of 
Commons by Mr. Herbert Morrison, and in the House of Lords 
by Lord ‘Pethick-Lawrence, Secretary of State for India.

Turf Club . 
Appeal Reserved 


Skee question whether the interests 
of the Conyngham Club and the 
interests of the Irish Turf Club are 
the same, or are different, was raised 
on the concluding arguments jn the 
Supreme Court, Dublin, yesterday in 
the appeal and the cross-appeal in 

libel action of Mr. Dermot E. Reilly, 
St. Mary’s Villas, Drogheda, against 
the Committee of the Conyngham 
Club. Ba a 

On Monday an authority had been 
cited. by counsel for the committee, 
to show that there was privilege for 
a communication made bona fide og 
a subject in which the person gg 
municating it had an interest. or 
which he had a duty, or privilege, to 
make, to a person having a corre- 
sponding interest, duty, or privilege; 
and Mr. J. A. Costello, S.C., for Mr, 
Reilly now submitted that the under- 
lying principle in that authority, 
deciding whether or not a person had 
an interest, duty or privilege, was, 
not the convenience of individuals or 
the convenience of a class. but the 
common convenience and welfare of 
society. It was the duty of the jury to 
find the facts, and of the judge to 
decide on those facts, whether or not 
there had been privilege. 

_ The Court reserved judgment, 

The Committee of the Conyngham 
Club eppealed from the finding of 
malice by a jury in the publication 
of a letter from the late secretary of 
the club to the secretary of the Irish 
Turf Club, asking him to add Mr. 
Reilly’s name to the defaulters’ list, 
and from their assessment of damages 
at £1,000; and Mr. Reilly appealed 


from the ruling of the trial judge that 


the letter had been written on a 
privileged occasion. 

The action arose from a dispute 
abeut a bet laid by Mr. Reilly with 
Mr. Richard Power, bookmaker, at 
Tramore Races in August, 1942, Mr. 
Power contending that Mr, Reilly had 
bet £180 to win £60, and Mr. il! 
maintaining that his bet had been £9 
to win £30. Mr. Reilly had sent Mr. 
Power a cheque for the amount that 
he said he owed him. The dispute had 
been brought before the Conyngham 
Club, who had suggested a compro- 
mise, but Mr. Reilly would not accept 
a compromise, and gthe Committee 
believing that a bona-fide mistake ha 
been made, decided to enforce payment 
of only £45. The matter had n re- 

orted to the Stewards of the Irish 

urf Club, and that had been followed 
by the usual warning off notice. 

Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, S.C.; Mr. 
Charles Casey, S.C., and Mr. mond 
Bell (instructed by Messrs. Kennedy 
and McGonagle) appeared for the 
Conyngham Club, and Mr, J. A, 
Costello, S.C.; Mr. Cecil Lavery, §.C., 
and Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed ‘by 
Mr. Michael Noyk) for Mr. Reilly. 

Answering questions asked by the 
Court about whether or not the in- 
terests of the Conyngham Club and the 


-interests of the Irish Turf Club wére 


the same, Mr. Costello said that the 
trouble in the whole case on that 
matter was that the defendants had not 
proved what the alleged interest of the 
Conyngham Club was; they had not 
given any evidence about what they 
said was their interest. It had not been 
proved that bringing people before the 
Committee of the Conyngham. Club 
was for the welfare of society or in the 
interests of the persons forming the 
Committee. He would say that the 
Conyngham Club had more interest. in 
bets than in racing; the Turf Club 
themselves had said that they would 
have nothing to do with bets. 

The defendants, counsel said, had 
not offered a single word of evidence 
in support of their plea that they had 
acted bona-fide and in the honest helief 
that the statements about Mr. Reilly 
were true. It had been established 
beyond doubt that the statements were 
untrue, and a statement which was un- 
true and known to be untrue, was 
“sr “ll or some evidence at any rate, of 
malice.

Unfortunately, we are still faced 
with a number of difficulties that 
did not exist before the war. One 
of the most formidable is that, of 
obtaining plant high “ag Lá. 
e at present high prices, for 
delivery within .a reasonable time, 
It seems possible that over the 
gregier part of the world machinists 
will be ‘so busy in the near future 
with orders requisite to overtake 
some years’ arrears of replacements 
as to delay considerably new in- 
stallations. There is also the 
obvious difficulty as regards high 
cost of new factory construction 
and scarcity of certain building 
materials, 

Quite apart from these, in the 
case of new enterprise, there are 
serious financial deterrents which 
did not éxist before the war, 
represented by the present over- 
burdening weight of direct taxation 
on company profits, the prohibition 
of dividends in excess of 6 per cent. 
on the shares of new public com- 
panies, and arbitrary limitation of 
profits, as distinct from price 
controls. 

The present rates of income tax, 
corporation profits tax and excess 
corporation profits tax constitute 
an encroachment on profits to an 
extent which, in the case of any 
sizeable new manufacturing under- 
taking, would not permit a com- 
pany to provide adequately fdr 
reserves and at the same time pay 
reasonable dividends on the capital 
invested. 

An investor might be content with 
a yield of less than 6 per cent. on 
the purchase of a security of. an 
established dividend-paying com- 
pany, but he would be unlikely to 
take the risk of putting his money 
into the equity shares of a new 
industrial venture if the ultimate 
return thereon will continue to be 
limited to a rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum. There is the further un- 
certainty that, if and when the new 
enterprise reaches the stage of 
profitable production, the profit 
allowed to be made might be arbi- 
trarily fixed at such an amount as 
would be insufficient to provide 
adequately for reserves and also 
enable the balance sheet to be 
cleared of formation and develop- 
ment expenditure charged to capital 
account.
